Why does the Corsicana school system 


provide facilities for State Home tutors in 
the public schools? Since only State Home 
students are eligible for this special help, 
doesn t this practice discriminate against 
the children of parents footing the bill? 
(The IOOF Home also has special tutors 
for Its students, but they do their tutoring 
after school at the IOOF Home.) 


The State Hfome foots the bill for then- 


own students to.the tune of some $48,000 a 
year, School Supt. Joe Lindsey said, and 
the presence of tutors costs local tax- 
payers nothing. 


Explaining that the Home has its own 


school district within the Corsicana 
district boundaries, Lindsey said all costs 
not directly borne by the Home are funded 
through other state and federal programs. 


"The State Home has some federal 


programs that put some teachers into local 
schools to tutor State Home students," 
Lindsey said. "But those teachers are 100 
per cent funded outside our district. They 
aid our teachers and tutor their own 
students both before and after schools." 


Lindsey said such programs are not 


discriminatory against anyone, and in fact 
are designed by state and federal agen- 
cies. The IOOF tutors are not similarly 
located in local schools because they have 
never requested such treatment, he said. 


In addition to the tuition received for 


these students, the local schools also 
receive payment from the state based on 
Average Daily Attendance reimbursement 
from the state. 


I had this disagreement with a man over

Small claims courts were made for

If so, I thought it was 
illegal to fire guns inside the city limits.

Navarro Mall, butthere will be no turkeys 
shot, according to Robert Keathley, 
publicity chairman for the project. 


Instead, competitors will shoot at a 


target, with the best hourly score winning 
a bird. Keathley said air pellet guns will be 
used, and therefore the guns do not qualify 
as "firearms." 


A city ordinance passed July 15th of this 


year prohibits the discharge of firearms 
within the city limits. 


"Since we're going to use air pellets, 


there shouldn't be any conflict with the 
ordinance," Keathley said. 


Timies for the shoot, incidentally, are 


from 5 p.m. until 8 p.m. Thursday'and 
Friday, and from 10 a.m. until late 
Saturday evening. Cost will be $1 for four 
shots. 


This isn't exactly an earth-shattering 


question, but can you tell me what the 
male-to-female ratio of students attending 
Navarro College is? There seem to be a lot 
more guys than gals out here. 


There are more guys than gals attending

Do we need to get all the vaccinations 


offered if we're planning a trip to Mexico? 
Also, should we have our school-age 
children vaccinated for all those diseases? 


You should consult your physician about 


the specific vaccination needs of your 
family, both for international travel and 
for daily activity, The U.S. Public Health 
Service said. 


They noted that, although there are 


vaccines 
for 
18 separate 
diseases 


available, some of those vaccines are not 
normally needed. You would not, for 
example, normally need to be vaccinated 
against rabies. But, if you've been bitten 
by an animal that cannot be detained for 
examination your physician may decide to 
vaccinate you rather than risk the disease. 


If you plan to travel to Asia, the Middle 


East, Africa or to some parts of Europe, 
you will likely have to be vaccinated 
against cholera. Likewise, a trip to 
Vietnam, Laos, or Cambodia will require a 
plague vaccine. 


Generally, the Health Service recom- 


mends vaccinations for the following 
diseases: DPT (diphtheria, tetanus and 
pertussis), measles, mumps, polio, and 
rubella (German measles). Most of those 
are recommended for children and some 
for adults. Of less importance, yet still 
often needed, are vaccinations for in- 
fluenza (flu) and smallpox when you plan 
a visit to a country where smallpox is a 
problem. 


Again, the Health Service emphasized 


checking with your doctor about specific 
needs of your family. They also warned 
against relying on vaccine information for 
international travel that was valid last 
year. 


"Since health conditions in 
various 


countries are subject to change," a Health 
Service 
official 
said, 
"vaccination 


requirements for travelers also change. A 
traveler should not presume that the same 
inoculation requirements that were in 
effect a year ago are still valid.1'

CITY GRANT coordinator

residential neighborhoods and 
stimulate development in the 
older areas of town. 


According to Russell, the 


three street projects slated for 
the east side of town will 
eliminate 
dirt streets and 


provide paved access to an area 
which is experiencing a lot of 
development. 


These projects are S. 5th from 


E. 7th toE. 12th, $60,000; Benton 
from 8th to 13th, $54,000 and 1st 
St. from 5th to 7th, $32,000. 


The other two paving projects 


are N. 22nd from Collin one 
block north, $5,000 and Navarro 
Drive from Boyd to Davis, 
$45,000. 


Russell said the 22nd St. 


project would finish the paving 
in that part of town which is 
"rapidly going down hill." He 
added that by making the area 
more attractive the city could 
"hopefully halt the spread of 
blight." 


The Navarro Drive project is 


the one with the least priority, 


according to Russell, because 
one side of the street is zoned 
industrial. But he also said the 
paving 
of 
Navarro 
would 


provide pavement from Hardy 
Ave. into town. 


IN ADDITION TO the $196,000 


in street work, the city also 
approved 
$10,000 
for Jhe 


demolition 
of 
substandard 


housing, $30,000 to upgrade 
housing and $14,000 to ad- 
minister the program. 


Of the $14,000, Russell will 


receive $500 a month ($6,000) 
for working on the grant, with 
the R.L. Polk Co. receiving an 
additional $3,000 for a citywide 
survey. 


The remainder will be used to 


help the city attorney and 
municipal services department 
with 
paperwork 
in 
the 


demolition of houses. 


Beaton intersect a one-way 
street going North. Main Street 
from 1st Ave. to 7th Ave. would 
be one-way South and the same 
stretch of 12th St. would run 
North. 13th Street from where 
Beaton and 13th intersect to llth 
Ave. would run South. 


The study says that one-way 


streets would provide access to 
businesses and that parking 
accidents would be decreased 
since traffic flow would only be 
from one direction. The study

vehicular- 


pedestrian 
conflicts at 
in- 


tersections would be reduced 
by 50 per cent . 
. and that 


vehicles turning at intersections 
on North-South streets would 
have protected left turns and no 
delays. 


The businessmen however, 


say it will hurt business. 


"Maybe on the side streets it 


would be alright, but I can't see 
making the main street one- 
way. 
I think it's horrible," 


Raymond Goldman, assistant 
manager of Rays Discount 
Store said concerning Beaton 
Street. ' 


"I don't think it would .be an 


asset. It would help traffic flow 
but it would hurt the down town 
merchants. I don't believe it 
would be an asset to business," 
Stanley Kallmeyer of K. Wolens 
said. 


David Croome, owner of the 


Sound Plant on 12th street was 
against the idea of making 12th 
a one way street. "I think it 
would be bad for business — all 
the businesses on the street. 
Most people think one way 
streets are worthless," he 
added. 


"There is too much traffic on 


this street," John R. Corley of 
Corley's funeral Home said 
concerning 13th street. "They 
ought to widen this street, to tell 
the truth," he added. 


G. H. Weatherby of Goins- 


Weatherby Ford said "In our 
place of business we like traffic. 
They ought to leave well enough 
alone," he said. 


Larry 
Warrington 
of 


Warrington Photography on 
Main Street said he thought* it 
would be a good idea. "Being 
across from the post office I see 
there is a traffic problem. I 
think its a good idea and it 
wouldn't cause any problems,", 
he added.

as a federal judge, deliberates 
its possible future in the Dallas 
desegregation case. 


U.S. Dist. Court Judge Wil- 


liam M. Taylor Jr. is expected 
to hear arguments beginning 
Wednesday on whether to in- 
clude the district in a Dallas 
desegregation plan. Taylor says 
he expects the consolidation 
hearing to last only a few days. 


Highland Park, an island city 


surrounded by North Dallas, is 
populated mostly by upper and 
upper-middle 
class 
profes- 


sionals. It operates a school 
district for itself and adjacent 
University Park. 


According to documents filed 


by the district with the federal 
court, four black children have 
enrolled in HPISD schools in 
the district's 62-year history. In 
1975, James Demarco Longhart 
was the first black pupil to 
graduate from Highland Park 
High School.

Nearly $200,000 of a more than 


$500,000 fund balance shown to 
the credit of the Corsicana 
school district in an August 31st 
audit report is actually money 
that has either not yet been 
collected or has already been 
spent, school administrators 
say. 


School Supt. Joe Lindsey and 


accountant Hudson Anderson 
yesterday detailed the annual 
audit that shows the schools 
with $509,971 in its 
coffers, 


pointing out areas they said 
were open to possible misun- 
derstanding because of ac- 
counting procedures. 


ALTHOUGH all that money is 


actually 
available 
to 
the 


district, it is not all available 
now, 
nor is it all open for 


unrestricted use, the officials 
said. 


The accounting procedures, 


required 
by 
the 
Texas 


Education 
Agency, 
are 


responsible for reflecting a 
larger fund balance than is 
actually available at this time 
for 
the 
district 
to spend, 


Anderson said. 


SKIRTING 
THE 
word 


"surplus" because he said it 
walTtoo easily misinterpreted, 
Anderson said the schools ac- 
tually have a "fund balance" of 
some $341,000 rather than the 


$509,971 shown as balance in the 
audit. 


HE DETAILED that break- 


down as follows: $104,000 of the 
original balance is actually 
taxes 
levied but 
not 
yet 


collected; $10,000 is state aid not 
yet received; and $15,000 is 
prepaid insurance (which is an 
asset but also an expenditure.) 
An additional $36,598 is a part of 
the Interest & Bonded Debt fund 
and can be spent only to reduce 
the 
district's 
Indebtedness. 


That actually leaves a balance 
of $341,000 in "revenues 
in 


excess of expenditures." And 
that, Anderson said, leaves the 
district in good shape.

was still prelimary and that the 
city hasn't voted to accept it 
yet. 


Stroube then asked "It was 


just a survey wasn't it?" 


Both Stroube and the mayor 


agreed that the people are 
"excited" over the suggestions. 


The city voted a year ago to 


spend a $5,000 state grant for 
the survey, later upping the 
ante to $7,400 with more state 
money. 


Traffic Engineers Inc. of 


Houston conducted the study 
last 
spring 
and 
recently 


presented its 91-page report to 
city officials and also provided 
a limited number of copies for 
the Traffic Safety Office to 
provide to the general public. 


The Daily Sun series came 


from one such book. 


Stroube 
reiterated 
his 


position that "I'd like to see 
something like this come from 
the city commission, somebody 


official instead of just stirring it 
up like this." 


WHEN STROUBE asked if 


anybody else had a comment on 
the 
subject, 
Commissioner 


Wayne Norris remarked 
"I 


agree with you. I certainly 
agree with you." 


Norris continued,

faced that on several instances 
before, mainly ... fourth and 
24th.

state law. 


As Mrs. Youngblood and 


Stroube agreed that there will 
be no immediate action to 
implement any of the traffic 
suggestions, the mayor got the 
commission to vote and adjourn 
the meeting.

Anderson detailed where that 


healthy fund came from by 
explaining 
the 
school's 


budgeting beginning in 1973. 
That was the year the district 
operated $90,000 in the red, he 
noted, and had to borrow money 
to pay the bills. 


SUCH

operations are illegal in Texas, 
and the district was advised by 
the Texas Education Agency to 
alter 
some 
accounting 


procedures to help aleviate the 
problem. 
One 
of 
those 


procedures was the policy of 
accounting for taxes on a cash 
basis, recording them when 
they were paid rather than 
when they were levied. 
% 


By switching to the "accrual 


method," Anderson said, the 
district boosted their worth by 
$76,000, or the amount of taxes 
levif". After paying back the 
loa' .leeded in 1973, the district 
ended 1974 $200,000 in the black, 
he said. 


As of August 31, 1974, that 


$200,000 included $76,000 in 
uncollected taxes, $21,000 in an 
unsold vocational building, and 
$36,000 in prepaid insurance. So, 
he said, the actual cash carry 
over to the 1974-75 school budget 
year was $67,000. 


IN ADDITION to that fund 


balance, the district received 
$142,000 in Emergency School 
Aid from the state. When all-the 
arithmetic is done, Anderson 
said, the schools entered this 
year with $132,000, which he 
termed "excess cash generated 
by the current operations which 
was not used this year." 


Some of that money came in 


the form of delinquent taxes 
paid last fiscal year and more 
came from hiring teachers with 
less seniority to replace retiring 
teachers who had earned more, 


Lindsey said. Plus, he said, the 
district saved further money by 
not activating all "Plan A" 
teachers who are funded for by 
the state, thereby pocketing 
that money also. 


If only the General Operating 


Fund is considered, Anderson 
said, then the fund balance 
excluding the emergency aid 
money 
shows 
the 
district 


generated $88,000 more than it 
spent last year. And that, in 
business terms, means a 2.2 per 
cent return on their investment 
during the last fiscal year. 


WHAT THIS MEANS to next 


year's tax rate is up to the board 
of education, Lindsey said, but 
he predicted at least con- 
sideration of a tax cut. 


Stressing 
that 
such 


speculation 
was 
only 
his 


opinion, the school superin- 
tendent said that if the trustees 
felt that less than a $300,000-plus 
balance was needed to ef- 
ficiently operate the schools, 
then they would lower the tax 
rate during budget hearings 
next year. 


"If they Feel like This amount 


($341,000) is needed to operate 
efficiently, then they'll keep the 
present rate," Lindsey said, "If 
they feel it's in excess, they'll 
lower the rate. That's ^my 
opinion, based on their record of 
this year and last year, when 
both times they lowered the 
rate." 


As to the suggestion by some 


board members that a Con- 
tigency Fund item be added to 
next year's budget, both Lind- 
sey and Anderson said that it 
could not be added because the 
budget form is prescribed for 
the district by the TEA. 


LINDSEY SAID there was no 


question that the district needs 
some type contingency fund. 


"We have a monthly payroll 


of more than $300,000," he 
noted. "Suppose that during 
that tax suit, an injunction had 
been issued to prevent further 
collection of taxes. We'd have 
still had to meet that payroll." 


Other reasons for an ample 


contingency he detailed in- 
cluded possible maintainance 
problems, such as the failure of 
a boiler system, regular repairs 
to buildings and property and 
some type schedule on which to 
base the replacement of schbol 
buses and equipment.

1st colonial flag was hoisted 200 years ago today

Springing like the new nation 


from British roots and Ameri- 
can invention, the flag rallied 
the founding fathers to the 
causes of freedom and ^de- 
pendence. 


Our first national flag was 


born in the first winter of revo- 
lution. John Paul Jones claimed 
he ran up the first one 200 
years ago this week, on Dec. 3, 
1775. 


In the camps of a rag-tag 


a?my or on ships in wintry 
seas, that bit of fluttering color 
kjfpt spirits up for six years of 
fighting. But when the war 
started, Americans had no flag 
of their own. So, they impro- 
vised as they had for every oth- 
er need. 


First they adapted British en- 


signs by adding mottoes, and 
emblems. They also invented 
some all-new flags, based on 
colonial traditions. But there 
was no uniformity to these 
flags, no national standard, just 
as there was no nation yet. The 
•American flag was born as the 
nation was born, slowly and 
piece by piece until it was 
whole. 


The first European flag to fly 


over America was the Black 
Raven of the Vikings, and Co- 
.lumbus brought the royal arms 
of Aragon and Castile 550 years 
later. The first English stand- 
ard here was the Red Cross of 
St. George, brought by John 
•Cabot in 1497. 


Other early flags included the 


Union, a field of blue with a 
•diagonal white cross and a su- 
perimposed red cross; the Red 
Ensign, a red flag with the un- 
ion in the upper corner, and a 
Puritan version of the Red En- 
sign, with what the Puritans 
saw as an "idolotrous" cross 
reduced to a white square. This 
was the first 
Americanized 


flag. 


Later, the Puritans put the 


cross back in the flag and set a 
pine tree on one arm to keep it 
American. A version of this 
flag with a blue field flew at 
Bunker Hill. 


As 
the 
Revolution 
ap- 


proached, Americans invented 
new banners to show anger at 
England. A popular 
method 


was to sew mottoes on existing 
flags. The most famous was the 
Red Ensign hoisted by the 
people of Taunton, Mass., in 
1774 bearing the watchwords 
"Liberty and Union." 


The same year Pennsylva- 


nians unfurled a Red Ensign 
with a coiled rattlesnake and 
the warning, "Don't Tread On 
Me." The snake became one of 
the most popular symbols of 
the rebellion. The tree, usually 
a pine, was the other leading 
symbol of dissent. 


Stripes were commonly used

on flags and took on special 
meaning in the Revolution. The 
radical Sons of Liberty had a 
flag of red and white stripes 
that the British tagged "the 
rebellious stripes." There also 
were attempts at signifying the 
13 colonies, such as 13 rattles 
on the snakes or 13 mailed 
hands grasping a chain. 


But there was still no one 


flag which stood for all the col- 
onies. A pine tree flag was the 
ensign of the unofficial little 
navy of gunboats George Wash- 
ington launched at Boston in 


the fall of 1775. It probably was 
the first flag adopted by a na- 
tional force. 


But the first truly national 


American flag grew from the 
British 
Red 
Ensign 
under 


which colonial soldiers 
had 


marched shoulder-to-shoulder 
with English troops in frontier 
wars. 


To make it American, they 


sewed six white 
"rebellious 


stripes" over the red field, giv- 
ing the effect of 13 stripes 
"symbolizing the number and 
union of the colonies." It was 


known as the Grand Union be- 
cause in the upper left quarter, 
the British Union remained to 
symbolize a continuing alle- 
giance to the crown. 


No one knows just when that 


flag was conceived. There are 
several references 
in docu- 


ments of the time, however, to 
Continental flags in use during 
the fall of 1775. But the first 
recorded hoisting was on Dec. 
3, 1775, on the new navy's 
flagship Alfred at Philadelphia. 


"It was my fortune, as the 


senior of the first lieutenants, 


to hoist myself the flag of 
America the first time it was 
displayed," claimed John Paul 
Jones. 


The Grand Union, now almost 


forgotten, was a proud flag in 


U.S. 
history. Washington car- 


ried it across the Delaware in 
1776, 
but only the Stars and 


Stripes are in the famous paint- 
ing. 


With Independence declared, 


the Grand Union lost its mean- 
ing as a symbolic bridge be- 
tween 
British 
loyalty 
and 


American rights, and with no 


official design set, the varieties 
of the flag were many. 


In fall 1776, William Rich- 


ards, a ships chandler supply- 
ing the navy, wrote he could 
not provide flags because no 
design had been set. There is 
no recorded response, but Rich- 
ards finally got flags because 
records show payment to Eliza- 
beth Ross "for making ships 
colours." 


Scholars scoff at the claim 


that Betsy Ross designed the 
flag, but she probably sewed 
some of the first. And she may 


at least have taken the many- 
pointed stars of heraldry and 
trimmed them to five points. 


At any rate, two weeks after 


Richards' payment to Betsy 
Ross, Congress finally acted on 
June 
14, 1777. Sandwiched 


among some business of the 
Marine Committee, Congress 
approved the following: 


"RESOLVED, that the flag of 


the thirteen United States be 
thirteen stripes, alternate red 
and white; that the union be 
thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new con- 


stellation." 


There is no other record of 


the birth of our flag. The true 
designer has never been found, 
although there have been sev- 
eral claimants and it may ac- 
tually have been the work of 
several people. 


The Stars and Stripes first 


appeared at the battle of Ben- 
nington, Vt., on Aug. 16, 1777. 
This flag, a private inter- 
pretation and never an official 
army banner, still survives and 
is the oldest Stars and Stripes 
in existence.

to kill column 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - U.S. 


District Judge John W. Oliver 
has asked a newspaper publish- 
er to voluntarily kill a news- 
paper column rather than force 
the judge to decide whether it 
should be published. 


The column, by Louis M. 


Kohlmeier, concr.ns a sensa- 
tional antitrust case in the 
dairy industry. It appeared in 
the St. Paul Pioneer-Press on 
Nov. 
11. It has inspired a peti- 


tion for a restraining order that 
would prohibit its republication 
in the December issue of the 
monthly paper published by the 
National Farmers Organization. 


The column connected the an- 


titrust case with Watergate and 
suggested 
President 
Ford 


should cancel the government's 
acceptance of the consent de- 
cree that settled the case, now 
on appeal, when it was before 
Oliver. 


The main issue is whether an 


NFO attorney maneuvered to 
get secret documents in the an- 
titrust case onto the public 
record, planted them with Koh- 
lmeier and inspired the column. 


Oliver ruled Tuesday that a 


decision to kill the 
column 


would 
be 
justified on 
the 


grounds that the column is in- 
accurate.

The average college student 


today is in his mid-20's, has a 
job, and is demanding more and 
more courses that will help him 
earn a living, an official of the 
American 
Association 
of 


Community Colleges told a 
group 
of 
Texas 
educators 


recently. 


Those remarks, made by 


Richard 
Wilson, 
a 
vice- 


president of that Association, 
were detailed 
by Navarro 


College president Dr. Kenneth 
Walker as he discussed today's 
college student. 


"As a whole," Dr. Walker 


said, "the profile he drew of a 
typical 
community 
college 


student on the national level 
held true for us locally." 


THAT STUDENT, according 


to Wilson's profile, is 27-years- 
old, he has a job, is likely to be 
married, and is turning from 
liberal 
arts 
courses 
to 


vocational-oriented courses. 


There are, of course, hazy and 


indefinite areas in any such 


profile. One such area is in 
today's 
definition 
of 
a 


vocational 
course. 
Of 
the 


courses 
offered 
at 
junior 


colleges today, an average of 60 
per cent are academic courses 
and 40 per cent are listed as 
vocational, Dr. Walker noted. 


But offerings such as the 


nursing program don't always 
breakdown that neatly. Usually 
considered an academic course, 
nursing 
is 
funded 
as 
a 


vocational program. Business 
courses, Dr. Walker said, also 
fall into this category. At senior 
colleges they are considered 
academic, but at junior colleges 
they are considered vocational. 


All of which makes defining 


today's student even more 
difficult. 
To 
avoid 
gen- 


eralizations 
and 
subjective 


observations, 
college 
ad- 


ministrators rely heavily on 
statistics relating to the many 
aspects of college operations. 


Dr. Walker said statistics 


concerning students at Navarro 
are currently being compiled as 
parts 
of 
various 
required 


reports, but will also be brought 
together in an attempt to get an 
accurate picture of Navarro 
students. And that, he said, will 
help to determine the direction 
and offerings the college takes 
in the future. 


AT 
NAVARRO, 
today's 


student 
can 
be 
described 


statistically as follows: There 
are six male students for every 
four females, and four white 
students for every minority 
student. And, according to Dr. 
Walker, they are more in- 
terested in learning to make a 
living these days. 


"We 
now have students 


coming to learn a new skill, 
some coming to help them- 
selves change fields or to 
upgrade 
their 
training 
in 


existing fields," Dr. Walker 
said. "The college is trying to 
meet the needs of that new 
breed of student by offering 
courses at more convenient 
times, offering more programs 
and by offering our continuing 
education series."

go hand-in-hand 


. It finally has dawned on me 
that I must be the original of 
what used to be called "those 
crazy, mixed up kids". 


You see I believe in two things 


at the same time, and some 
people say it isn't possible to 
believe in both at the same 
time. It is possible to believe in 
freedom, 
independence, and 


rights to the nth degree while 
believing at the same time in 
law and order. 


In fact, I doubt that it is 


possible to have the 
first 


without the second. Personally I 
have not found that in my 
everyday life there is any basic 
conflict between the two con- 
cepts. Liberty finds its best 
expression in an atmosphere of 
law and order. 


YOU SEE I am a school man, 


and to me law and order in 
society 
and discipline 
are 


synonymous terms. There is no 
way to have a good, well- 
ordered process of becoming 
educated 
without 
good 


discipline, both self and im- 
posed. So I was disturbed 
recently by reading an article in 
the Dallas News by a former 
teacher under the title, "Who 
Has Rights?" She tells the story 
of a boy who threw a book 
across the room at another 
student, was disciplined by her 
properly, but who turned on her 
physically with injury to herself 
before he stalked out of the 
room. 


Imagine her surprise when at 


the hearing, she was the one 
being 
tried, 
not him, 
for 


discrimination. The fact that he 
had had a long history of similar 
incidents worked against her, 
not him. In the end he was 
returned 
to the 
classroom 
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without penalty after 
being 


defended 
by the 
"Rights" 


people, while she resigned, 
discredited and unsupported. 


So the question was asked, 


"Who has rights?" The teacher, 
the student in question, the 
other students there for an 
education in an 
atmosphere 


where learning is virtually 
impossible, or the public paying 
for something they were not 
getting for their children? 


THE 
BEST 
AND 
MOST 


complete 
freedom 
in 
a 


classroom can be found only in 
an 
orderly, 
well-disciplined 


classroom. Likewise, the most 
freedom in society is found 
where law and order prevails. 
The discipline of a teacher has 
never bothered me, and I have 
been on both sides of that coin. 


Similarly neither laws nor 


policemen have ever hampered 
my freedom to do whatever I 
wanted to do that didn't en-

danger or inhibit society itself. 
The policeman is no enemy to 
my freedom, but a society 
without law and order is a 
threat to my freedom, because I 
cannot then move about in my 
world freely without danger. 


Since I started this series with 


the FBI and the CIA, let's 
return to them. If ever involved 
with them, it was without my 
knowledge, so they have been 
no threats to my freedom. If I 
dream up some activity to 
engage in detrimental to society 
or to the freedom of my country, 
I hope they do interfere because 
the security of this country is 
worth more than the complete 
license of the individual. 


They may be a threat to the 


terrorists of the country, but I 
find nothing in the Bill of Rights 
that guarantees to the terrorist 
the right to spread terror 
unhampered. 


None of this is a plea for 


Hitler's Gestapo or gestapo-like 
tactics anywhere in America. I 
haven't seen any in Corsicana 
or Navarro County, not even on 
the few occasions I have been 
stopped for traffic violations. I 
feel more comfortable 
and 


"free" with them than without 
them. I also hope that our school 
administrators, our teachers, 
our students, and our parents 
are united in wanting the type of 
school discipline that breeds 
learning, growth, and 
self- 


discipline.
